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ADMINISTRATORS, TRUSTEES FEAR OUR POLITICS 


The West Coast National Councii (NC) meeting of SDS was planned to: 

be held at Cal State L.A. next weekend. On the agenda of the four-day meet- 
ing were workshops and plenery meetings to discuss the campus worker-student 
alliance, racism, the war, women's Liberation, and politics in the arts. 

The NC is expected to attract over 500 interested students from the West 

and the South. In the past, SDS NC's have been a great heip to students in 
understanding and conducting their struggle against the big businessmen who

run the colleges and industries of this country fer their own profit. 


After consulting President Greentee, the administration signed all 
their bureaucratic forms permitting CSCLA SDS to host the national meeting. 
SDS had good references from the December, 1969 Yale and American Univer- 
sity NC and from a regional meeting held here at CSCLA. When SDS put down 
a $200 deposit for the NC, Greenlee contacted his boss, Chancellor Dumke. 

Why did the lower administrator contact the Chancellor over the SDS NC? They 
certainly do not do this for the meetings of other campus groups. 


Dumke-Greenlee then ordered the NC cancelled at CSCLA. When they did 
this they were not worried about "the potential for campus disturbance asso- 
ciated with the use of State College facilities" at the meeting, as Dumke's 
letter states, but rather they recognized that the results of the NC would 
strengthen our side (the side of most students and working people) against 
the corporate and financial interests of big businessmen, such as those of 
the State College Board of Trustees. In essence they see the NC for what it 
is: a planning ground for building a campus worker-student alliance, fighting 
against racism, the war in Vietnam, and the exploitation of workers for 
bosses' profits. | 


Discussions held during the NC will hopefully lead to a strengthened 
struggle on our campus against the Cal State L.A. profit-making Foundation, 
and in particular their exploitation of workers in the.campus cafeterias. 
Far from the bosses! wishfull cry that "SDS is dead,'' is the truth that SDS 
is enough of a threat to incur attacks from them such as this. It has been 
said that "to be attacked by the enemy is a good thing" because it shows the 
enemy's fear of our growing movement. 


The SDS NC will still be held--most likely in Los Angeles.
